Think About the God Who Made You 


“Remember now thy Creator,” 


says the Scripture. It 


is a strange thing that anybody would not remember his 
Creator. If there is a God who made us, a God who made 
the world and fitted everything for mankind, men ought to 


remember God, Oh, then today, 
think! 

In the first place, you owe 
every breath to Him. Every 
heartbeat is in the hands of the 
Creator who made you. Isn't it 
a strange thing that some dogs 
respeet their master, children re- 
vere their fathers, and workmen 
are more concerned and more con- 
scious of the presence of a boss 
than men are conscious of the 
pwesence of Almighty God? “Re- 
member now thy Creator,” the 
Scripture says. 

i want you te consider the might 
of the great God. I looked out 
across the Grand Cariyon one day 
and some way or other the vast- 
ness of it gave me a new impres- 
sion of the might and power of 
God. I remember the first time 
I ever saw the ocean. I grew up 
on the prairies in West Texas. 
After I was grown I went ,down 
to Galveston, to the Gulf of Mex- 
joo. As I looked out over the 
water and the great roaring waves 
eame rolling in and the might of 
# eontinued hour after hour, I 
was impressed anew with the 
power of God. When I was in a 
great storm and the wind blew 
and whipped, the lightning shot 
across the sky, and there was the 
roar of thunder and the black om- 
inglig clouds and a downpour, a 

udburst of rain, I was _ im- 
pr sed with ae Baton of God. 


But remember that God made you 
and you must face God. 

“Remember now thy Creator,” 
the Scripture says, “in the days of 
thy youth.” Do you believe that 
you are an immortal soul? You 
remember that the Bible says that 
God made man in His own image 
and breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life and he became a liv- 
ing soul, Do you believe that you 
are more than an ordinary brute 
beast? Don’t you think that you 
are more than a cow or a horse or 
a dog, a brute beast of only flesh 
and bones? Don’t you know that 
there is something about you that 
ig akin to the God who made you 
and to whom you must give an 
account? You have a personal- 
ity. You have a conscience. ‘ou 
are a soul, a living soul, and so 
you must get ready to meet God 
and give an account to God. 

“Remember now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth.” Oh, you 
are at the mercy, eternally at the 
mercy, of the God who created 
you. How foolish, then, and how 
wicked not to stop and think 
about God! 

“Remember now thy Creator,” 
the Scripture says. Some people 
do not remember God. Why, many 
men act as if there were no God. 
Some men are the kind of fools 
that the Bible talks about——“The

“Be Filled With the Spirit”

One of the most Se a mis- 
understood, and misused passages 
in the New Testament is the one 
which constitutes the text of. this 
message. The negative part of the 
passage is not the source of the 
difficulty, for I have never heard 
of a Bible scholar nor any really 
born again person, for that mat- 
ter, having the slightest difficulty 
in understanding Paul when he 
said: “Be not drunk with wine 
wherein is excess.” All are quite 
agreed that Paul means just what 
he says, 


But when we approach the posi- 
tive injunction ia the passage we 
find ourselves on exceedingly con- 
troversial ground, It is not neces- 
sary, and this is not the place for 
us to go into a discussion of the 
“pros” and “cons’”’ which enter into 
the various theological considera- 
tions of the passage, but it ‘is nec- 
essary to point out that the church 
of Christ has suffered trapically, 
and the cause of évangelism and 
revival have received irreparable 
damage as the result of this con- 
troversy. I think that without 
doubt the greatest hindrance to 
the progress of revival in our gen- 
eration has been the refusal on the 
part of conservative Bible teach- 
ers, evangelists, Bible institutes 
and seminaries to give due atten- 
tion to the command of our text 
and to the doctrines that are as- 
sociated with it. 


I remember well an experience 
in my own life which illustrates 
the facts I am trying to present. 
A special ministers’ conftrence 
was being held in a church in 
Evanston some years ago. I had 
been pastor of a small church on 
the far south side of Chicago for 
only a few months at the time. 
I was invited, together with about 
forty other ministers, to attend.

Psalm 19:1—*The heavens declare the glory of God; and the 
firmament showeth his handywork.” 
Bsalm 14:1—“‘The fool hath said in his heart, There ts no 


God.” 

Onty a fool would say, “There 
is no God.” When David lifted 
up his eyes and looked upon all the 
glories and beauties of the uni- 
verse, there is no wonder that he 


burst forth into a Psalm of prajse 


to God, the Author and Creator 
of % ail. We preach from the as- 


sumption that there is a God. He 
existed from all eternity past and 
will exist for all eternity to come. 
‘In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth.” He 
will stil] exist when the Heaven 
and the earth are no more, A 
human author doesn’t try to prove 
his own existence—he simply 
stamps his name on his book and 
sends it out into the world. And 
so it is that God has stamped His 
name upon the first page of the 
Bible, and all the way through it 
we must recognize His existence. 

Down through all the ages men 
have wanted to know what kind 
of a being God is.. They have 
said, “Show us the Father, and it 
sufficeth us.”’ They want to know 
how God leoks and how He feels 
toward men, and what His attri- 
butes are. The Bible reveals God, 
but this is not the best revelation. 
Nature reveals God, but this is not 
a complete revelation. Jesus 
Christ Himself is the finest and 
most complete revelation of the 
heavenly Father. He said, “He 
that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” Jesus showed in His 


| life the kind of being that God is. | 


“ 


Let us look deeply into this great 
doctrine of God. 


I. The Personality of God 

1. He is a Spirit (John 4:24)— 
“God is a Spirit; and they that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” This verse 
means that although God is very 
real, He ig not material and not 
visible to us. He met Moses up- 
on the mountaintop and Moses 
cried out, “Show me thy glory.” 
God replied to him, “I will make 
ali my goodness pass before thee,” 
but, He said, “thou canst not see 
my face.” (Ex. 33:18-20.) 

If God is real He must have a 
form. Did He not say, “Let us 
make man in our image,” and yet 
it is not a physica] form, but a 
spiritual form. We shall never 
look upon that form in this -world, 
but we shall see Him in all of His 
glory in Heaven when we, too, 
have been given a spiritual exist- 
ence like unto Him. When Ste- 
phen was being stoned, he de- 
clared, “I see ... the Son of Man 
standing on the right hand of 
God.” He must have seen God in 
His spiritual form. God-moves in 
His Spirit through the world and 
we do not see Him, but in Heaven 
we shall see Him face to face. 

2. He is a Person. He knows, 
He feels, He loves, He hears 
prayer, He speaks, He acts. The 
Bible always represents Him as a

We sat in the choir loft, and one of 
the brethren sat at a table on the 
platform leading the discussion on 
the subject: “Is the Filling of the 
Spirit for Us Today?” Being only 
a young man with rather limited 
experience, not having preached 
very long, I did not feel that I was 
entitled to enter into the discus- 
sion, But I listened very careful- 
ly and drank in everything that 
was said. I recall that one man 
spoke something like this: 


“The Bible says that the Spirit 
does not speak of Himself, and 
during this dispensation of the 
Spirit it is not God’s desire that 
we emphasize the Hojiy Spirit, but 
rather, that we emphasize Christ. 
In my ministry, I do not talk about 
the Holy Spirit, but I seek to em- 
phasize the importance of the 
Christ-like life.” 


He had not bothered to check 
the margin in his Bible for the cor- 
rect translation of John 16:13. If 
he had, of course he would have 
discovered that the Bible actually 
says, “He shall not speak from 
Himself,” and not, “of Himself.” 
It seemed that a little thing like 
a mistranslation of a word did not 
bother him, nor did it seem to 


bother any of the others. 
After this another brother stood

and asked: “What about the testi- 
mony of men like D. L. Moody, 
Charles G. Finney, and R. A. Tor- 
rey, concerning the work of the 
Holy Spirit in their lives?”

fool hath said in his heart, There 
igs no God.” (Psa. 14:1), There 
are some people who would boldly 
and blatantly say that there is not 
any Creator; that all of this world 
and all the created universe just 
happened. 


“Nobody planned it. It isonly 
a series of ‘unexplainable  acci- 
dents. There is a world and man- 
kind is here; food and clothing is 
provided and every need of man 
is met, but these things are only 
accidents,” some .would say. 

“What makes the world hang out 
im space and continue its way in 
its orbit around the sun?’ 

“Why, that is only an accident. 


There is no God; nobody ever 
planned it. There is not a Crea- 
tor.”’ 


I say there are only a few fools 
like that, but what about the fool 
who lives a life of infidelity, who 
does not deny God with his mouth 
but whose actions every day say, 
“There is not any God. I don’t 
have to give an account to God; 
I don’t have to face God; I'll never 
gee God; God will never call me 
om the carpet’? They live as if 
there were no Goa. 

I wonder how many people there 
are who take the name of God in 
vain? God to you is only a curse 
word. God is to you only a blas- 
phemy. It may be that when you 
a@re angry you take His name in 
vain. Or it may be that you have 
gotten so accustomed to it that 
you just curse when there is no 
veason for it, you just take God’s 
mame in vain because that is the 
kind of mind you have. That is 
the kind of a heart you have, de- 
praved and perverse and: wicked 
and irreverent and blasphemous, 
and so you take God’s name in 
vain. You act as if there were 
mo God. There are some people 
who sit down to the breakfast 
table and do not even thank God 
for their food. Some of you did 
this morning. You had _ your 
Boast and coffee or orange juice; 
perhaps you had grapefruit or 
oatmeal or bacon and eggs. But 
you sat down and ate your break- 
fast this morning without bowing 
your head. You didn’t reverently 
#@ome into the presence of God and 
thank God that He kept you 
through the night, thank God for 
the food He had given you, thank 
@od for His loving provision and 
@are. You didn’t do that. You 
@on’t pay any attention to the 
Creator or to the Almighty God 
who made you. 

i remember when I was in the 
@econd grade in school, in Gaines- 
Wille, Texas, we used to bow our 
heads on our desks and sing, 
Mather we thank Thee for the

light. 

ien’t # a strange thing that 
@any a little bit of a child has 
nore sense and more reverence for 
Rimighty God than some men who 
@we big enough to be heads of 
families and have jobs, men who 

on m their poor, infidel, care- 
, godless ways without ever 
@ thought of their Creator? 

“Remember now thy Creator,” 
@aye the Lord. “Remember now 
fay Creiitor’ because evil days 
@@e coming. I want you te con- 
Sider that some people never take 
fieme to read the Bible. They act 
God never wrote a Book, as 
never sent a prophet, as 
never inspired anybody to 
en what to do. They act 
if God gave no rules, as if He 
has.no laws, as if He has no de- 
mands to make on mankind at 
ali. They never think about the 
laws of God, never think about 
the Bible, never think about 
God’s Son. They never have a 
thought about a coming judgment 
when men shal] meet God. “It is 
appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment,” says 
the Scripture; and yet they neg- 
leet God. Oh, I call you this 
morning, I urge you and invite 
you to come and “Remember now 
thy Creator.” 


Youth the Time to Remember 
God 


“Remember now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth.” Remem- 
ber God when you are young. Peo- 


ple who do not remember God 
when they are young do not re- 
member Him when they are old. 
I mean first of all, if a child isn’t 
conscious of. God, it is likely he 
won’t come to God when he is old. 
I thank God that I heard the call 
of Christ when I was a child. I 
thank God that in our home, peo- 
ple prayed. I thank God that all 
about us were evidences of God, 
and that my mother talked to me 
about God. I went to a Sunday 
school where the Sunday School 
teacher talked about God and 
God’s Word and God’s Son and 
God’s name and God’s day, and I 
became. conscious of God and 
learned to remember God. If you 
do not learn to remember the 
Lord, in your youth, it is likely 
that you will never learn to re- 
member Him. 


Oh, how narrow, how desolate, 
how irreverent, how ungodly is 
the life of a man who has never 
a thought of God morning, noon or 
night! How tragic for you to go 
on, and not think of God in connec- 
tion with your mercies, and thank 
Him, You do not think of God in 
connection with your troubles, to 
ask for help. You do not think of 
God in connection with your poor, 
doomed lost soul to ask for forgive- 
ness and salvation. You never 
think of God in connection with 
your sins and | believe in Him for 
forgiveness and mercy. You 
never think of God. Oh, “Remem- 
ber now thy Creator in the days of 
thy youth,” says the Scripture. 

It is time to be saved while you 
are young. When some of you are 
old, your minds will be set and 
hard, your hearts wil] be cold, you 
will never be convicted. You will 
not be around Christian people, 
you will not be thinking about 
God. Be saved while you can. 
It is time to be saved. “Remem- 
ber thy Creator.” 

You Must Remember God in 
Eternity if Not Now 

And I feel impressed this morn- 
ing to lay on your heart this 
thought—-I tremble to think of it. 
Those who do not remember God 
now, in time, in this life, will yet 
have to remember God in eternity. 
The Scripture says in Luke, chap- 
ter 16, that there was a certain 
rich man who fared sumptuously 
every day and was clothed in 
purple and fine linen. But he died. 
The rich man died and was buried 
and “in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torment, and seeth Ab- 
raham afar off, and Lararus in 
his bosom,” and he began to plead 
that Abraham would send Lazarus 
that he might have a drop of 
water to cool his tongue. But 
Abraham said, “Son, remember.” 
(Luke 16:25). 

Isn’t it strange that a man 
would wait until] he got to Hell 
to remember that he had a soul? 
Isn’t it strange that a man would 
wait unti] he got to Hell to re- 
member that he isn’t only a beast, 
that he is more than an animal? 
Isn’t it strange that a man would 


wait until he got to Hell and 
there have to be reminded, “Son, 
remember. “Son, remember! Why 


didn’t you remember God when 
you were a child? Why didn’t 
you remember when -you were a 
sinner and get forgiveness ? Why 
didn’t you remember when God 
gave you aH the riches and the 
fine raiment and the sumptuous 
fare? Why didn’t you remember 
these things and thank God? 
Why didn’t you bow your head at 
the table? Why didn’t you re- 
member God when you..knelt by 
your bed and ask Him to keep 
you through the night? Why 
didn’t you remember when God 
were on earth, when you had a 
chance; you could have had for- 
giveness, could have had salva- 
tion.” Men im Hell remember 
their Creator. Men im Hell are 
too far gone to ever be saved. 
They do not repent, K ia true; 
but men in Hell have learned by 
sad experience the folly of neg- 
lecting to remember God. Abra- 
ham said, “Son remember.” ‘“Re- 
member now thy Creator.”” If you 
don’t remember God now, you will 
have to remember Him when it is 
too late. Oh, today, "remember 
thy Creator!

see the President!) But we walk- 
ed softly from room to room—in 
the East Room, the Gold Room, 
and the Green Room, and others. 
Here in one room was a gold piano 
which was given to Alice Roose- 
velt, here on the walls were cer- 
tain pictures, and here in the East 
Room certain historic events hap- 
pened, etc. Oh, isn’t it strange 
anybody would be reverent in the 
house which is ths home of ‘the 
Chief Executive and not be rever- 
ent in thé presence of God? Why 
sometimes I have met important 
men—at Baylor University I met 
former President Taft,.- who was 
Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States,‘and I 
didn’t gabble and chatter with 
him. I was glad >» meet him. But 
why should a man ever be rever- 
ent toward men, and not be rever- 
ent toward the God who made 
him? Oh, hear me! Hear me, 
sinner! Awake out of your folly. 
Stop and remember: “I have a 
soul; God Almighty made me;, He 
created me, and I have to meet 
Him. Oh, I must think about my 
Creator, and I today confess my 
sins. I turn to Jesus for mercy 
and forgiveness.” I would seek 
God and salvatio:. today while I 
could. Today, “Remember now 
thy Creator,” and be saved. I 
hope that you will say, “Oh, Cre- 
ator, my God, who made me, I am 
a sinner. I need forgiveness. I 
believe that You sent Your Son 
Jesus to die for me. I want Him 
as my Saviour. I repent of my 
sins. I trust Him to save me.” 

Don’t be a fool! You ought to 
have more reverence for the God 
who made you than my dog has 
for me, and you ought to have 
more reverence for the God who 
made you than a child hag for his 
father, or a laborer has for his 
boss, or a citizen has for his presi- 
dent.

person, as a living God. He is a 
free person. He isn’t bound by 
any limitations; He can act free 
as He pleases with His power. He 


is unhampered and unlimited in 
this power. He ig highest above 
all and mightiest over all. He is 
an intelligent person. He is the 
author of universal order in mat- 
ter, life and mind. Such an order 
as this could come only from Infi- 
nite Intelligence. When we look 
upon this old world with all of 
its wonders; when we think of the 
regularity o7 night and day; when 
we think of the constancy ‘of the 
seasons; when we think of the 
faithfulness of the sun, the moon 
and the stars; when we think 
about the wonderful machine which 
is man, we cannot help but say, 
‘Thy wisdom is above the wisdom 
of the wisest of man—Thy 
thoughts are as high above our 
thoughts as the Heaven is above 
the earth.’ 


II. The Attributes of God 


' 1. God ig Holy. The Bible Ja- 
bors through many types, sacri- 
fices and ceremonies to bring out 
the fact that God is holy. - Isaiah 
describes Him as “The high and 
lofty One that inhabiteth etern- 
ity.”” As He sits upon the Revela- 
tion throne, the angels sing out, 
“Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Al- 
mighty”! Jesus taught us that 
God was holy, the only holy One. 

In a vision Isaiah saw God lift- 
ed upon His throne. He heard 
the seraphims crying out, “Holy, 
holy, holy, is the Lord of hosts’! 
When Isaiah saw God and heard 
these words, even though he was 
the best man of his day, he hid 
his face and cried out, “Woe is 
me! for I am undone; because I 
am a man of unclean lips.” Al- 
though he was a good man, al- 
though he was God’s servant, he 
was so overwhelmed by the holi- 
ness of God that he felt himself 
unclean in His presence. If we 
could today catch a real vision of 
the holiness of God, we would all 
cry out, “Unclean! Unclean!” 

2. God is Eternal. The heav- 
ens and earth have been here for 
a long time, but God was here 
before their time. He was here 
before “the morning stars sang 
together, and all the sons of God 
shcuted for joy.” It has been a 
long time sfnce Columbus discov- 
ered America, but that is a short 
time compared with the life of 
God. A museum in Cairo contains 
the mummified body of one of the 
Pharoahs who reigned about the 
time of Moses. If this man were 
alive today, his life would be short 
compared to that of God. 


We think oi: the crude life of 
our first parents, Adam and Eve, 
and all of the many changes 
which have come into the world 
since that time—but God was be- 
fore it all. Go back into the time- 
less past where no stars ever shine 
and no seraphs ever sing, and you 
will still be in the presence of 
God. He is the great I Am to 
whom a thousand years are as but 
aday. Before the mountains were 
brought forth He was, and after 
the earth is crumbled into the 
dust He shall still live. He al- 
Ways was, He always is, and He

3. God is Omnipotent. That ia, 
He is all-powerful. Pharoah 
thought he was a mighty ruler. 
Napoleon and the Kaiser and Hit- 
ler thought they were mighty 
monarchs, but all the powers of 
the earth must bow down before 
the great God. The winds and 
the waves obey His will—He 
speaks and it is done. Jesus said, 
“With God all things.are possi- 
ble.” Jeremiah 32:17: “Ah Lord 
God! behold thou hast made the 
heaven and the earth by thy great 
power and stretched out arm, 
and there is nothing too hard for 
thee.” Job 42:2: “I know that 
thou canst do everything.” 

When God was making the 
world, He said, “Let there be 
light,” and in less than a second’s 
time light wag flooding the -uni- 
verse. There is nothing more 
sublime in all literature than this 
command. By a simple utterance 
God brings to pass that which He 
wants to happen because all pow- 
er is His. Not only is nature sub- 
servient to Him, but man is also 


God is 


subject to His will. James tells 
us that we are not to say, ‘I will 
do thus and so tomorrow.’ But 


we will do these things if the 
Lord wills. Happy is the man 
who subjects himself to the will 
of God. But whether you do this 
or not, you are subject to Him. 
He ig greater than all rulers and 
will carry_out His eternal purpose 
in our lives and in the world. 

4. God is Omniscient. That is, 
He knows all things. First John 
3:20: “God...knoweth a)] things.” 
Psalm 147:4: “He telleth the num- 
ber of the stars; he calleth them 
all by their names.” Matthew 
10:29: “Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing? and one of them 
shall not fal on the ground with- 
out your Father.” God looks 
down through the ages and takes 
even the acts of wicked men and 
makes them work out for our 
good and for His glory. We have 
just gone through a great war 
with all of its bloodshed, atroci- 
ties and sorrow, but God knew all 
about it and will work it out all 
right. He takes the shocking 
things of our lives and “roves to 
us that “All things work together 
for good to them that love God.” 
There are no afterthoughts “with 
God—-He knows from all eternity 
past what will happen in alj eter- 
nity future—He is omniscient. 

5. God is Omnipresent. That 
is, He is everywhere at all times. 
Acts 17:27: “ 
from every one of us.” He is with 
us in the brightness of midday 
and in the bDiackness of the mid- 
night. He was with our boys on 
the sands of Africa, in the moun- 
tains of Germany and on the bar- 
ren isles of the Pacific. He is as 
close to us by sea as by land. He 
is with us when we are serving 
Him. He is by our side when we 
go down into sin. If we stop and 
think and remember that God is 
there, and that we must account 
to Him, we will be more careful 
about our daily lives. When you 
are in sorrow and think that the

moments. Then ene of the breth- 
ren arose and said: 

“I've been perturbed about this 
matter for quite a long time, I 
have searched my heart to see if 
there was anything hindering me 
from having the same kind of an 
experience that these other men 
had, for I greatly desired to be 
filled with the Spirit and to have 
the power that these men had ex- 
perienced, But I have come to 
this conclusion: [I believe that 
God doesn’t always work in the 
same way. He uses different means 
and methods and men, I believe 
that’ God had a special work for 
these men to perform, and so He 
called them and gave them a spe 
cial filling with-the Holy Spirit to 
equip them for their special tasks. 
I do not feel that just because 
God did this for Moody, Wesley, 
Finney, Edwards, Torrey and oth- 
ers like them, He will do it for us 
today. I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, or the filling of the Holy 
Spirit as these men experienced it, 
is only for those whom God calls 
and especially equips for particu- 
Jar and extraordinary tasks.” 

For some reason or another the 
other men who were in attendance 
upon this discussion seemed to like 
this explanation of the problem. 
One after another they concurred 
with this suggestion, and so con- 
cluded that the ministry of the 
Spirit in filling men as in days 
gone by is limited in this day to 
those whom God specially selects 
for the purpose of accomplishing 
particular objectives, They agreed 
that if God has a special job for a 
man to do, then it may be that 
He will fill that man with the Holy 
Spirit as He filled Moody, Wesley, 
Finney, Torrey and the many oth- 
ers whose names we do not havé 
time to mention, but that we are 
not to be concerned about the mat- 
ter and are most certainly not to 
presume to seek a similar bless- 
ing. 

I well remember how I went 
from that place with a hungry 


heart. In my heart I was saying: 
“That’s a lie! That isn’t true! 
That’s a lie! That isn’t true!” I 


had felt that I did not have any 
right to speak in the conference, 
but I said, “I’m going to settle this 
thing for myself!” I went to my 
home, and I sat down with my Bi- 
ble. I said: “Lord, I don’t believe 
that the conclusion of that confer- 
ence was according to the teaching 
of Thy Word, and I am not willing 
to believe it. That kind of a con- 
clusion makes You a respector of 
persons, and my Bible says that 
You are not a respector of persons. 
I believe that if You did something 
for D. L. Moody, You will do it for 
me if I am willing to meet the con- 
ditions that are laid down in Your 
Word. D. L. Moody had the same 
problems that we have, he had the 
same trials that we must face, his 
responsibilities were the same as 
ours, and his task was not different 
from ours. He was commissioned 
to preach the gospel to a dying 
world even as we have been. If he 
received special equipment for the 
task, then we are eititled to the 
game. And, anyway, Lord, Ephe- 
gmians 5:18 still says, ‘Be filled with 
the Spirit.’” 

As a result of that experience, I 
pearched my Bible for what I be- 
Heved to be the truth concerning 
this passage, and I want to pre- 
pent that to you in this message. 
kL. Some Logical Conclusions Con- 

cerning This Injunction 

Consider first of all the author 
of the words, “Be filled with the 
Spirit.” If I were to ask you, 
“Who wrote these words?” your 
answer would no doubt be, “The 
Apostle Paul. But your answer 
would be incorrect. While Paul was 
the human instrument used, he 
was not the real author of the 
words. The Holy Spirit of God 
wrote them. These words are not 
of human but of divine origin. . So, 
it is important as we consider this 
eommand, “Be filled with the 
Spirit,” that we realize it is the 
command of Almighty God!* Since 
this is true, we had better give 
eareful consideration, for no com- 
mand from God is incidental! We 
do not have the authority to set 
tt aside with a mere shrug, and 
gay, “It’s a matter of controversy, 
go I won’t bother about giving 
it personai consideration.” Contro- 
versial or not, it 1s God’s command, 


other command in the Bible, and 
we will be held responsible for our 
attitude concerning it just as we 
will be held responsible for heed- 
ing the authoritative warning, 
“Ye must be born again!” 

Now, let me ask you a question. 
Would God give a command if He 
did not expect obedience to that 
command? Would He give a com- 
mand simply for the purpose of 
taking up space in his blessed 
Word, or perhaps, for the purpose 
of creating controversy? Surely it 
is not logical to assume that God, 
the all-wise and the all-under- 
standing God, would give a com- 
mand to His children without ex- 
pecting them to obey it. Why 
should we treat this definite, clear, 
positive command of God in a dif- 
ferent way than we treat His other 
commands? To ask the question 
is to reveal the foolishness that 
has so characterized our attitudes 
in this matter. It is quite obvious 
that since this is a command of 
God, ‘He expects obedience, That 
means that God’s children are ob- 
ligated to obey the solemn injunc- 
tion: “Be filled with the Spirit.” 

. Since this is a command of God, 
and since God expects obedience 
to this command, what naturally 
follows is that we can obey that 
command. God would never give a 
command to which He expected 
obedience if it were not possible 
for us to obey. We must face the 
fact that we are not only obligat- 
ed to obey this command, but we 
have the ability or the enablement 
to obey it. We are able to respond 
to the injunction with our obé- 
dience. 

There is another step in this 
process of logic which we must 
not overlook. Since it is true that 
God has given us the command, 
“Be filled with the Spirit,” since 
it is obviously true that He expects 
obedience, and likewise, that we 
are able to obey; I think it natur- 
ally follows that we should obey! 
We are without excuse! Those who 
have been emphasizing this great 


truth and spending much of their 
time urging Christians to face up 
to their responsibility and to be 
filled with the Spirit have been 
the subjects of much ridicule and 
mocking: They have been laughed4 
and scoffed at in contempt. But 
beloved, what does this blessed 
Book have to say? After all, that 
is what counts. God’s Word says: 
“Be filled with the Spirit.” How 
many of us are facing these facts 
and obeying this part of our 
“marching orders?” 

Let us now consider one other 
thing. If I as a child of God am ob- 
ligated to be filled with the Spirit 
of God, there ‘s another inescapable 
fact I must fate. It is a fact that 
follows just as surely as night fol- 
lows day and day follows night: 
we can and should know whether 
or not we have obeyed the injunc- 
tion and whether or not we have 
been filled with the Holy Spirit. 
We are faced with a definite com- 
mand, and we must have a defi- 
nite reaction to that command. It 
is either obedience or disobedience. 
There is no middle road in this. 
Have you been filled with the 
Spirit? We have no right to 
hedge, no right to evade the issue. 
The command is so plain and so 
simple that there is not any room 
for excuse. We cannot truthfully 
say that we didn’t understand. 


Now we are ready to take one 
more step in the direction of logi- 
cal conclusions concerning this in- 
junction, Since this is a command 
of God, since God expects obe- 
dience to His command, since we 
have the ability to obey, since we 
know that it naturally follows that 
we should obey, since we can and 
should know whether or not we 
have obeyed, I think it is not at all 
presumptuous, but rather definite- 
ly in order that we should proceed 
to the final step, which is: we can 
be so definite about it as to give 
thanks to God for having been 
filled with the Spirit! 
We love to sing the chorus: 
“Thank You, Lord, for saving 
my soul, 
Thank You, Lord, for making 
me whole; 

Thank You, Lord, for giving 
to me 

Thy great salvation, so rich 
and free,” 

I said, “We love to sing it,” and 
we do, But, why? Because we 
know that we have been born 


again. We have accepted the truth 


‘atid is just as important as any | of the gospel, God’s wonderful sal- 


vation has been appropriated by 
faith, and so we thrill at the op- 
portunity to express our thanks in 
this great chorus. My friends, I 
believe it should be even so in the 
matter of the filling of the Holy 
Spirit. I believe that we can 
know that we have been filled with 
the Holy Spirit even to the point 
of coming to God in the quiet 
of our prayer closets and saying, 
“Thank You, Lord, for filling me 
with the Holy Spirit of God!” 


There is a need in America to- 
day which is pre-eminent; it is 
a need that transcends all other 
needs: it is the need of men and 
women who have been called of 
God into the service of God to 
know that they have been filled 
with the Holy Spirit of God. They 
need to know it with such confi- 
dent assurance that they will get 
down on their knees in heartfelt 
praise and gratitude to God for the 
purpose of pouring out their 
thanksgiving for being filled with 
the Holy Spirit. That is how defi- 
nite I believe the filling of the 
Holy Spirit to be. I think any- 
thing short of this is a crime 
against the Word of God! Without 
danger of being contradicted, I re- 
mind you that in days gone by, 
the men who have been used 
mightily of God in the salvation of 
souls have been men who be- 
lieved, experienced, preached and 
taught the very facts I am pre- 
senting to you just now! 

Having considered these logical 
implications of the injunction, let 
us now give consideration to 
Il. The Actual Meaning of “the 

Passage 

Our Authorized Version is inade- 
quate in the translation of this par- 
ticular passage. It reads: “Be 
filled with the Spirit.” However, 
in the original it is not just that 
way. A literal and soméwhat lib- 
eral translation of the passage 
clears away many of the problems 
which have entered into the con- 
troversies relative to it. Actually, 
the words of Paul indited by the 
Spirit of God are: “Be ye contin- 
ually being filled up to the brim 
with the Holy Spirit.” This clear 
translation should settle the mat- 
ter once and for all for those who 
talk about a filling never again to 
be repeated, and for those who 
talk about a “second blessing” 
apart from any future or further 
blessings. The passage clearly 
teaches the very opposite of this. 

In considering the actual mean- 
ing of the text I would like for you 
to think with me concerning three 
very important matters: the crisis 
filling, the process filling, and the 
problem involved. 

1. The Crisis Filling 

Some time ago I came upon the 
words of a British Bible teacher, 
Rev. W. W. Martin, whose message 
on the Holy Spirit was published 
in. the 1938 English Keswick Re- 
port. He said: 

“The filling of the Holy Spirit is 
a crisis which becomes a process.” 

That is consistent with what 
this passage actually teaches and 
what the Greek demands. I am 
well aware that there are many 
who will immediately agree with 
me when I speak of the process 
and suggest that there are many 
infillings. But these same people 
are losing out on the blessings of 
this great doctrine so far as prac- 
tical experience is concerned sim- 
ply because they are not willing to 
consider the eorisis as the supreme 
necessity! 


I feel that we must lay a great 
deal more stress on the fact that 
we are commanded to be filled “up 
to the brim’’ with the Holy Spirit! 
We are not told that we must be- 
gin a process but that we are to 
be filled, and then we are told 
that this filling must be retained. 
Every Christian who would be in 
the center of God’s will must 
sometime come to the place where 
he will face up to the command 
that he be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. This means that he must 
come to a crisis in his life. It also 
means that he must not be content 
until he has come to the place 
where he is able to say, “Thank 
Thee, Lord, for filling me with 
Thy Holy Spirit.” It means that 
he will come into a definite experi- 
ence, a crucial, crisis experience 
when he will have received the 
filling of the Holy Spirit. 

I helieve it is something that 
manifests itself in a very definite 
way. I. am not suggesting that 
the one who is filled with the 
Spirit will necessarily be conscious 
of an overwhelming emotional re- 
action, nor am I-contending that 


there will necessarily bé any kind 
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of physical manifestation. But I 
am satisfied that there will be an 
inner evidence bringing confirma- 
tion of the completed transaction. 
Then, without question, there will 
be the inevitable results that ac- 
company the Spirit-filled life! It 
is the lack of these evidences that 
casts such reflection upon the tes- 
timonies of so many of those who 
make profession of being filled. 
Looking back into the pages of 
history we read the testimonies of 
those who wrought mightily for 
God, and almost without exception 
they bear witness to the necessity 
of the crisis experience of which I 
am speaking. Wesley was filled 
with the Holy Spirit and he knew 
it! Count Zinzendorf knew it! 
Finney knew it! Jonathan Ed- 
wards knew it! Brainerd knew it! 
Greenleaf knew it! Torrey knew 
it! 

D. L. Moody was preaching to 
great crowds of people and was 
enjoying an unusual measure of 
success, a greater success than 
most preathers in our day are hav- 
ing. But there came that night 
when those two godly women 
called his attention to his need 
of the filling of the Holy Spirit. 
Then, one glorious day, as a re- 
sult of the prayers of these wom- 
en, and the searching of his own 
heart, D. L. Moody was filled with 
God’s Holy Spirit in such an un- 
usual way that he could hardly live. 
Moody testified that “from that 
day on my ministry was different.” 
Instead of having a few people 
coming to Christ for salvation, 
ve came by the hundreds and by 

e thousands, and the power of 
God was upon his ministry in a 
tremendous way. There was never 
any question on his part as to the 
reason why God so marvelously 
blessed him. Without hesitation he 
constantly declared that it was the 
result of, as he called it, the “bap- 
tism of the Spirit.” 

It is this kind of definite experi- 
ence, definite in its transforming 
power, for which 1 am pleading 
and which I believe to be abso- 
lutely necessary if we are to know 
what is actually meant by the fill- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. 
volved in the passage and cannot 
be overlooked! 

2. The Process, the Continual 

Filling 

I*have emphasized the need for 
the crisis, or the initial filling: 
but I do not want to give the im- 
pression that I consider the one 
initial filling to be sufficient to 
meet the requirements of our text. 
As we ‘have seen, our text de- 
mands, ‘Be continually being 
filled.’ That means, as this British 
Bible teacher put it, “The crisis 
becomes a process.” The one cru- 
cial, crisis, initial filling is of su- 
preme importance, and there can 
be no process without it. But that 
one filling is to issue forth in a 
series of continued fillings. God 
is desirous of our being filled and 
being kept filled with the Holy 
Spirit as a process that will not 
end until we stand in His presence 
and likeness! 

Now, I do not want to be mis- 
understood here. There are some 
who will think I am suggesting 
that it is necessary to have a crisis 
experience of being filled with the 
Spirit, and that this is to be fol- 
lowed with an emptying out, a 
complete emptying out, and that 
this order is to be repeated 
throughout the Christian’s life- 
time. No, that is not what God 
expects. He is saying, ‘I want you 
to be filled with the Spirit, and I 
want you to be filled constantly, 
continually, completely!’ It is not 
the idea of filling a glass of wa- 
ter and emptying it out, and filling 
it again. It is the idea of putting 
the glass of water under a faucet, 
filling it, and keeping the glass 
under the running faucet so that 
the glass continues to be filled 
even to overflowing. That is what 


It is in-} 


God wants for you and for me and 
for everyone of His children, He 
wants to fill us with His Holy 
Spirit, and He wants to keep us 
filled day by day, year in and year 
out, so that “rivers of living wa- 
ter” may flow from us to a dry 
and thirsty world, 


$8. The Problem Involved 


Having considered briefly the 
fact that this experience of being 
filled with the Spirit is a crisis 
which becomes a process, we can 
now turn for just a moment to the 
consideration of the problem in- 
volved, 

Whenever I have spoken on the 
subject of this message, I have in- 
evitably been aware of the fact 
that many people were perplexed 
with one particular question. It 
is this: “Since the Holy Spirit is 
a Person, and since He already in- 
dwells us as believers, how can 
we have more of Him?” 

It is because of the problem in- 
volved in this question that many 
teachers have given the sugges- 
tion, “It is not that we should have 
more of Him, but rather, that He 
should have more of us,” as the 
final solution of the entire matter. 
As a consequence, they go up and 
down the land telling people that 
they are not to pray for the Spirit, 
nor for more of the Spirit, but 
they are to yield more of them- 
selves, and having done that they 
are just simply to accept the filling 
by faith. These folk insist that if 
we have met the requirement of 
yieldedness, all that remains is for 
us to believe, and having done so, 
God will not deny our faith, but 
is really obligated to fill us. So 
we are to take it for granted that 
although there is no particular 
manifestation of the filling, the 
transaction has been completed 
nevertheless. It is because of this 
kind of teaching that many people 
make profession of this filling 
when there is an utter absence of 
evidence to support their conten- 
tion because there is a total ab- 
sence of the results that normally 
follow a Spirit-filled life. 

The problem then is: “Consider- 
ing the fact that the Holy Spirit 
is a Person, and that, as such, He 
is already indwelling the believer, 
how can the believer have more of 
Him ?” 

Dr. W. E. Biederwolf said in his 
book, A Help to the Study of the 
Holy Spirit: “To attempt such 
an answer as just indicated is for 
the finite to presume a knowledge 
sufficient to clarify the most in- 
finite mystery—the omnipresence 
of a Divine Personality.” Again, 
in another place, he writes: “We 
have thought long here, but have 
been left always as at the outset. 
The subject deals..with Infinity, 
and while many have made state- 
ments conformable as they be- 
lieve to Scripture, it is satisfying 
to note that not in a single vol- 
ume is any attempt made to deal 
with this inscrutable mystery with 
a view to making it wholly intel- 
ligible to the finite mind: we are 
in the presence of the Infinite, and 
it becomes us to say, ‘Speak Lord, 
for Thy servant heareth,’ and to 
be satisfied with what He says. 

“This most precious bestowal we 
have been accustomed to explain 
by figurative expressions: indeed, 
we have been taught in this by the 
inspired writers themselves. Even 
baptism and filling are figurative 
as touching any relation the Holy 
Spirit can bear to an individual. 
We speak, as indeed does the 
Word, of His filling us, clothing 
us, being poured upon us, etc.; all 
of which are accommodations to 
the finite. All the definitions in 
the world can never explain what 
God is, and no more can any 
amount of philosophizing explain 
how by His Spirit He enters into 
man, regenerates him or operates 
within him; this is a mystery

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more infinite than life itself, but 
we have not only the postulates of 
reason that it may be so, but the 
Word of God and our own experi- 
ence that it is so, which is more 
powerful evidence than. anything 
metaphysics could ever bring to 
us.” 


F. B. Meyer said, “Before under- 
taking any definite work for God, 
be sure you are equipped by a new 
reception of the Holy Ghost.” 

Andrew Murray said, “God has 
not given His Spirit in the sense 
of parting with Him.” 

Added to these witnesses is the 
testimony of the great scholar, 
Bishop Handley Moule, who said 
while commenting on Ephesians 
1:17, “We are not to think of the 
‘giving’ of the Spirit as an isolated 
deposit of what, once given, is now 
locally in possession.” 

The expressions ot these men, 
(and we could quote from many 
others) warn us that we are to re- 
member that the Holy Spirit is in 
Heaven as well as in the believer, 
and that He is at the same time 
in every believer. We are dealing 
with the mystery of that wonder- 
ful attribute of the Holy Spirit (as 
of each member of the Trinity), 
the mystery of omnipresence. 


There is no doubt at all that 
the answer to the question will 
still be lacking so far as complete 
satisfaction is concerned. Yet in 
the light of the things we have 
just considered and in the light of 
some references in the Word of 
God, we can be satisfied that in 
some mysterious, wonderful, and 
perhaps amazing sense,’ we can 
have more of the Spirit. 


Here we should notice that in 
John 3:34 we are informed that 
“God giveth not the Spirit by 
measure unto him”: in Acts 2:17- 
18, Luke speaks of the Spirit as 
having been ‘poured out’; then 
those who had been filled once are 
spoken of in Acts as. having been 
filled again and again. Since the 
Scripture uses such terminology, 
since the New Testament writers, 
inspired by the Holy Spirit, spoke 
in such manner, why should we 
hesitate for a moment to believe 
that it is possible in some wonder- 
ful way to receive an additional 
‘measure,’ an additional ‘outpour- 
ing,’ or an additional ‘filling’ with 
the Holy Spirit? 

Once again, we have the same 
old quibbling about’ theological 
terminology which has hindered so 
many from enjoying the blessings 
and benefits which come from a 
wholehearted reception of the 
teaching of God’s Word. I say, 
away with all doubts, away with 
all questionings concerning this 
matter, and receive the testimony 
of the New Testament writers, the 
testimony of the eminent Bible 
teachers I have quoted, the testi- 
mony of God’s great giants of 
days gone by who have moved en- 
tire continents for God, the testi- 
mony of contemporary Christian 
leaders who are winning multi- 
tudes to Christ! With complete 
unanimity they agree that, al- 
though we are dealing with the 
infinite in the consideration of this 
problem, and although our finite 
minds find it difficult to compre- 
hend the infinite, we may come 
into the realization of what it is 
to be filled with the Spirit even in 
sense, so to speak, of receiving 
more of a Person who already in- 
dwells us since we are born again 
ehildren of God! 

Ill. To Whom the Injunction 

Is Given 

Having seen that Ephesians 5:18 
teaches a definite and a continu- 
ous experience of being filled with 
the Spirit, it is necessary for us 
to consider to whom this injunction 
is given. I think that as we con- 
sider what the Bible teaches in this 
regard we will be faced with ines- 
capable evidence that will compel 
us to admit that this passage is 
addressed to all those who have 
experienced the new birth through 
faith in Christ Jesus. Please no- 
tice that Paul speaks to the Ephe- 
sians in chapter 1, verse 13,. as 
follows: In whom ye also trusted, 
after that ye heard the word of 
truth, the gospel of your salva- 
tion: in whom also after that ye 
‘believed, ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise.” Paul tells 
us here that the members of the 
Ephesian church to whom the let- 
ter was addressed had “heard the 
word of truth,” and “trusted” in 
Christ. Then, he adds, “After that 
ye believed, ye were sealed with 
that holy Spirit of promise.” There 
can be no denial of the fact that 
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here Paul is addressing born again 
believers who had been indwelt by 
the Holy Spirit. 

In chapter 4, verse 30, Paul 
writes to these same Christians, 
saying, “And grieve not the holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are 
sealed unto the day of redemp- 
tion.” So once again, he empha- 
sizes the fact that he is writing 
to Spirit-sealed, Spirit-indwelt 
Christians. 

Then in Ephesians 5:18 he com- 
mands -these same born again 
Christians who have been indwelt 
by the Spirit to “be filled with the 
Spirit.” It is not an accident that 
the command comes to us in this 
setting. God wanted us to know 
that it is not enough to be born 
again, not enough to be indwelt or 
sealed by the Spirit: He wanted to 
forcefully impress upon our minds 
the necessity of being filled with 
the Spirit. 

To those of you who are attend- 
ing this great conference at Wi- 
nona Lake, I say, “Thank God, 
that you have been born again.” 
I rejoice with you in the fact of 
the new birth, and that you have 
been and are indwelt by the Holy 
But I call upon you to be- 
lieve God when He says you must 
be filled with the Holy Spirit, and 
I urge you to give solemn atten- 
tion to this positive command to 
Christians! If you do not, there 
is coming a day when you will 
stand before the Lord Jesus Christ 
at the judgment seat of Christ, and 
you will shave to give an account 
of the attitude you have taken 
concerning Ephesians 5:18. When 
Jesus stands before you and says, 
“How about it? What have you 
done about being filled with the 
Holy Spirit?” in that day there 
will be no questions, there will be 
no controversies aired. In that day 
there will beymo excuses that will 
stand before Him. In that day 
you will face the facts as they are! 
Then you will say, “I believed it, 
and I obeyed it,” or, you will say, 
“T set it aside, I paid no attention 
to it, I disobeyed it.” My friends, 
I believe that every child of God 
who should be filled with the Holy 
Spirit, who is obligated to be filled 
with the Spirit, and who has dis- 
obeyed this divine injunction, no 
matter what the reason for dis- 
obeying may be, will face the pen- 
alty of God in that day and the loss 
of reward, to say the least! 


IV. The Results of Being Filled 
With the Spirit 

Some of you will say, “How can 
I know whether or not I have been 
filled with the Holy Spirit?” The 
Bible has not left us ignorant con- 
cerning this all-important ques- 
tion; If you will read the verses 
which immediately follow our text, 
you will find at least part of the 
answer. 

1. Spirit-Filled Christians Are 

Happy Christians 

You will notice that there is a 
semicolon after the word “Spirit” 
in verse 18. Read on, and you 
will notice that Paul says in verse 
19: “Speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord.” That is 
one way you can know you are 
filled with the Holy Spirit. You 
folk who go around with a long 
face all of the time, you who are 
grumbling, grouching, groaning, 
murmuring, and complaining most 
of the time; you will get over that, 
those things will go out of your 
life when the Spirit of God comes 
in to take control. You be filled 
with the Spirit of God, and you 
will have a song in your heart. 
You will start to’ sing as Tindley 
does if you get the Spirit of God 
in His fulness operating in your 
heart and life. It is not just a mat- 
ter of singing with your voice, it 
is a matter of having a song in 
your heart so that it is there in 
the morning when you awaken and 
all day long; it is there when you 
go to bed at night, and in the mid- 
dle of the night, There is a song 
in your heart because the Spirit of 
God is there. He takes away the 
sadness. He takes away the gloom. 
He takes away all bitterness. He 
takes away strife, envy, animosity. 
He takes out of your heart all 
those things which hinder you 
from living a victorious and happy 
life. 

2. Spirit-Filled Christians Are 

Thankful Christians 

Then, in verse 20 God says: 
“Giving thanks. always for all 
things unto God and the Father 
in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Now, you would expect 
that of a person who, was filled 


We all know that Romans 8:28 is 
in the Book, and we all like to 
quote it. “And we know that all 
things work together for good 
© ° .” But when some of us 
preachers wake up Sunday morn- 
ing and see the clouds, we begin to 
murmur and grumble because of 
the clouds we see in the sky, for 
we just know they are going to 
affect our service, Something 
happens in our lives to upset us a 
little bit, and what do we do? We 
go around groaning and complain- 
ing in spite of Romans 8:28. When 
you are filled with the Holy Spirit 
and are letting Him dominate and 
control your life, you will not be 
criticizing God’s way of doing 
things. You will be giving thanks 
for all things, always without ex- 
ception, in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. You will be a thank- 
fuly Christian in addition to being 
a happy Christian. 


3. Spirit-Filled Christians Are 
Humble Christians 


There is another point here, for 
the thought is not completed un- 
til in verse 21. Then the rest of 
the chapter continues and ampli- 
fies in detail what has been pre- 
sented in verse 21. “Submitting 
yourselves one to another in the 
fear of God.” Do you know what 
that means? It means that you 
will be a humble Christian. It 
means that instedd of saying, “I 
want to be up there, I want this 
consideration, I want you to think 
about me’’—instead of thinking of 
yourself more highly than you 
ought to think, you will be a hum- 
ble Christian, down on your face 
before God. In.the spirit of hu- 
mility you will be thinking of oth- 
ers, you will be esteeming yourself 
less than others, you will recognize 
your proper position, and you will 
respect those in authority. If this 
congregation went from here as 
happy, thankful, ~humble Chris- 
tians; if that spirit got contagious 
and spread out. into all of the 
churches that are represented here 
today, we would have revival all 
over America, because the folks 
who are pointing their fingers at 
you and calling you hypocrites 
would not have the right nor the 
authority to do it any more. They 
would have no evidence to substan- 
tiate their claims. You would live 
as a Christian and you would act as 
a Christian. That is what we need! 
You. get the filling of the Holy 
Spirit in your life, and you will 
be transformed by grace divine to 
such an extent that people all 
around you will know it, will thank 
God for it and will say, “That's 
what I want! That’s what-t want!” 

A little Syrian girl was saved 
in Wichita, Kansas. She did not 
know very much. She was not very 
bright, but she was walking along 
the street singing: 

“Tobe like Jesus, to be 

Jesus, 


All I ask—to be like Him. 
All througft life’s journey from 
earth to glory, 
All I ask—to be like Him.” 

She did not have any better 
sense than to sing it out loud in 
public. That is more than most of 
us would do, But as she was sing- 
ing it there on the main street, 
a woman came up, tapped her on 
the shoulder and asked, ‘“‘What are 
you singing? Sing it again!’”’ So 
she sang for the woman the same 
song again. The tears came down 
the face of that woman as she 
said, “I’d like to be like Jesus. 
Could you tell me how? More than 
anything else in my heart I want 
to be like Jesus. Can you tell me 
how ?” 

The little girl thought for a min- 
ute, then said, “Well, all I know 
is John 3:16: ‘For God so loved the 
world, (and that means you) that 
He gave His only begotten Son, 
that whosoever (and that means 
you) believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.’ 
That’s for you.” 

The woman said, “All right, can 
we pray?” 

The little girl looked around ‘(it 
was the main street, and she did 
not know what to do), but she 
said, “All right.” 

The two of them got down on 
their Knees on the main street in 
Wichita, Kansas, and the little six- 
teen-year-old Syrian girl led that 
woman into the saving knowledge 
of Jesus Christ. The world is look- 
fing for people like Jesus, and if 
you will only see it, and live it, you 
will win them to Christ. 

4. Spirit-Filled Christians Are 

Powerful Christians 

If you are filled with the Holy 

Spirit you will not only be a hap-

py, thankful, and himble Christian, | 


but you will be a powerful Chris- 
tian. In John 7:37-39 we read: 


“In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. He that 
believeth on me, as the scripture 
hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water. (But 
this spake he of the Spirit which 
they that believe on him should re- 
ceive: for the Holy Ghost was not 
yet given, because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified.)” 

This passage says that when the 
Holy Spirit is given, the one who 
believes on Christ will have a won- 
derful experience, the experience 
of having rivers of living water 
flow from his innermost being. 
Where are the rivers of living wa- 
ter? Do you see them anywhere ? 
Wherever I go I find dry and bar- 
ren, arid country, spiritually speak- 
ing. . Oh, my heart ached this 
morning when I asked those who 
had not won a soul in at least a 
month to stand to their feét and 
when the majority, the overwhelm- 
ing majority, of those who attend- 


ed stood to their feet! That is a 
shame! It is a crime against our 
fellowmen who are lost and 


damned for eternity! The reason 
this condition exists is because so 
many have not obeyed the injunc- 
tion of God to be filled with the 
Spirit, and the living waters are 
not flowing from them. Oh, if the 
waters were pouring forth in 
streams and rivers from your life 
and from mine, people could not 
help but drink of them and live. 
Our lives would be powerful in 
bringing the water of life to a 
thirsty world! 

In Acts 1:8 we read: “But ye 
shall receive power .. .” Notice 
the word power. Power! POWER! 
Do you know where there is any 
power today? Someone says that 
the advent of the Holy Spirit took 
place at Pentecost, and that when 
He came Christians were filled, 
and that is all that was necessary. 
If that is so, then show me the 
power to prove it! Someone says, 
“IT am filled with the Holy Spirit.” 
I say, “Show me the power to 
prove it.” 

“But ye shall receive power, aft- 
er that the Holy Ghost is eome 
upon. you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 

The reason we are not success- 
ful witnesses is because we do not 
have the power. The reason we 
have no power is because we have 
not obeyed Ephesians 5:18 to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. That 
is what we need more than any- 
thing else in the world. 


V. How te Be Filled With the 


Holy Spirit 
That is our next point for con- 
sideration. Some of you ask, 


“Preacher, what can I do about it? 
How can I be filled with the Holy 
Spirit?” 

That is a message in itself, but 
let me give you some suggestions. 
1. Get Thirsty 
The first thing is to get thirsty, 
to desire to be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. Perhaps, some of you do 
not want the filling of the Holy 
Spirit because you are afraid it 
will clean you up, rid you of your 
dirty, filthy* habits and sins. It 
will send you forth to be honest 
men and women again. It will 
make you live sacrificial lives. It 
will make you put God, Christ, and 
the Holy Spirit, and lost dying 
souls before yourself, your family, 
and your home. You do not like 
that! It might make a “fanatic” 
out of you. Unless you desire, 
unless you are thirsty for it to such 
an extent that you will be willing 
to pay the price whatever tt may 
be, you will. never know what it 
means to be filled with the Spirit! 
My friends, as far as I am concern- 
ed, if being filled with the Holy 
Spirit of God makes fanatics of 
people, then God give wus more 

fanatics. 

2. Believe That God Can Do It 

After you have desired to be 
filled, then believe that God can 
do it. Believe the Book, Believe 
that God meant what He said, and 
that because He is God He is also 
able to fulfill His promise. 

3. Obey i 

Obey the Lord! Im Acts 5:32 
Peter declares, “And we are his 
witnesses of these things: and so 
is also the Holy Ghost, whom God 
hath given to them that obey him.” 

Someone says, “That’s just for 
salvation.” That is absurd! Christ 
does not tell me to go out into the 
world and teli men, “Obey Me, 


and you will be saved.” Rather, 
Christ telis me to preach, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.” But He says that 
those who want to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit, those who would 
receive the power of God’s Spirit, 
must obey Him! Obey Ephesians 
5:18. Obey the other Scriptures, 
such as I John 1:9 and similar 
passages which tell us that if we 
regard iniquity in our hearts He 
wil) not hear us, which tell us that 
in order to have forgiveness and 
cleansing from sin we must con- 
fess our sins. 
4. Pray 

But this is not all. Maybe this 
wil) shock you, but listen carefully 
to me. You can thirst all you 
want, you can believe all you want, 
you can obey all you want, but un- 
less that obedience includes this 
one matter of praying to be filled 
with the Spirit, you will never be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. I be- 
lieve that everything hinges on it. 
Turn, please, in your Bibles to Luke 
11:13 and put all prejudices out of 
your hearts and minds, I will read 
it to you. 


“If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask 


him 7?” 
' 


We need to pray for the Holy 
Spirit today! In John 20:21 Jesus 
said to the disciples, “As my Fa-. 
ther hath sent me, even so send I 
you.” Then in verse 22 we read, 
“He breathed on them, and saith 
unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost.” Some people say, “Noth- 
ing happened then.” Some people 
say, “That was prophetic.” Others 
say, “That was a foretaste.” Still 
others say, “That was. typical.” 
But what right do they have to 
draw those conclusions? When 
Jesus spoke those words He was 
the glorified Son of God, and some- 
thing happened when He spoke 
them, After that event, in Luke 
24:49, He told the disciples: ‘“Tar- 
ry ye in the city of Jerusalem, un- 
til ye be endued (or clothed upon) 
with power from on high.” Not 
“until. ye be indwelt by the Spirit 
of God,” not “until the Spirit of 
God comes,” but ‘until ye _ be 
clothed upon with power from on 
high.’ 

Some people do not like that 
word tarry. You do not have to 
usé it if you do not want to, but 
God wants us to wait on Him con- 
cerning this matter. You. knows’ 
why so many of you have trouble 
with sin in your lives? It is be- 
cause you do not take time to 
tarry before the Lord. You would 
begin all of a sudden to think of a 
multitude of things you had not 
thought of before if you would get 
down on your face before the Lord 
and confess all of the sins you 
know about, and then if you would 
say, “Lord, if I have sinned that 
much, I must have sinned more. 
What have I said that was sin- 
ful? What have I thought that 
was sinful? What have I done 
that was sinful? Oh, Spirit of 
God, reveal my sinfulness.” Words, 
thoughts, and deeds that have 
grieved the Spirit of God that need 
to be cleansed and forgiven by His 
grace will be brought to mind as 
you wait upon the Lord. You are 
not going to have victory in your 
life until they are forgiven. Just 
as you need to wait upon God im 
the matter of getting rid of the 
sins m your life, getting victory 
over those sins, just so it is for the 
blessings. 


The men who have prayed and 
who have worked mightily for 
God have not been the men whe 
said, “Now, Lord, I need five hun- 
dred dollars, give it to me. You 
know my need. You love me, You 
have kept me, You are for me. 
Thank You. Goodnight.” The men 
who have gone out and done 
mighty things for God have not 
been those who have said, “Lord, 
You Jove sinners more than I do. 
You are more interested in them 
than I am. Your Word is powerful, 
and # will not return unto You 
void; and so I'll give them the 
Word, and Lord, You take care of 
the rest of it.” No sir! The men 
who have wrought wonderfully for 
God have been the kind who, 
though sick and broken hearted 
and ready to die in some cases, 
got out in the midst of the woods 
and in thick snow when it was be- 
low zero weather, poured out their 
hearts to God and said, “Lord, I 
have to have the victory, even

world has forsaken you, God is 
there. When troubles like the 
waves of the sea sweep over your 
goul, He is still there. He is not 
a God who is far off. 

The heathens tramp many miles 
to bow down and worship their 
gods of wood. Our Catholic 
friends feel that they must be 
before an alt'+ in a church be- 
fore they can worship God, or 
must be in the privacy of a con- 
fession box before they can con- 
fess their sins. But my friends, 
God is anywhere and everywhere 
when men need Him, 

6. God is Great. 

(1) He is great in creative 
power. If you want to see the 
greatness of God look around you. 
Look upon the mountains, the 
rivers and the oceans. The poet 
wisely says, “Only i0d can make 
a tree.” Only a great God can 
make all the wonderful’ things 
which are in the world of nature 
today. We think of the earth as 
being very great, but if the sun 
were hollow and if you could bore 
a@ hole into its surface, you could 
put a million, four hundred thous- 
and worlds in the sun and they 
would still have room to rattle 
around. And yet there are many 
other planets in God’s system 
much larger than the earth. One 
great God made them aill...Let 
man stand in reverence before 
Him. 

When we think of man with 
his power to think and to plan 
and to act, you realize that he is 
the greatest piece of machinery in 
the world. But God made him 
with a thought and a word. An 
infidel once cried out before a 
large crowd, “If there is a God, 
let Him strike me dead at this 
minute.” God paid no more at- 
tention to him than would the 
mighty ocean to a barking dog. 

It is foolish for a little man to 
defy a great God. 

(2) He is great in redemptive 
power. Man was made in inno- 
cence, but he sank down into sin; 
yet God in mighty redemptive 
power saves him from his sin. God 
made him—the devil unmade him, 
and God can re-make him, 

You think of the life of some 
terrible character and you say, 
“Nothing can change that man but 
God.” And God does. You hear 
of an evangelist who advertises 
the story of his life with such a 
title as “From Gambling Den to 
the Pulpit.” What made such a 
change in his life? Only the re- 
demptive power of a great God. 
If you are the vilest sinner in all 
the world, you are the one whom 
God wants. His power can make 
your life over for you. 

“What a wonderful change im 
my life has been wrought, 
Since Jesus came into my 

heart, 

I have light in my souj for 

which long I have sought, 

Since Jesus came into my 

heart.” 

(3) He is great tn keeping 
power. When God saves a man 
there is no power in earth, Heav- 
en or Hell great enough to tear 
him out of the Father’s hand. God 
is greater than the devil and all 
the demons of Hell. They may 
@ssail the soul of man, but God 
will keep him safe. Jesus said, 
“They shall never perish, neither 
shall any man pluck them out of 
my hand. My Father, which gave 
them to me, is greater than all; 
end no man ig able to pluck them 
out of my Father’s hand.” A 
man may say he cannot hold out. 
@ is not up to you to hold out, 
but # is up to God. You must 
fully trust “Him and not try to 
five in your own strength: God is 
great and all the devils of Hell 
@re small compared to Him. If 
you surrender your life to Him, 
He will keep it safe forever. 

T. God is Loving. Some people 
think that God is a hard-faced 
tyrant who looks with displeasure 
upon a smile, who sends us to 
Hell when we do not toe the mark. 
This is absolutely wrong. God 
loves us and God cares for us. If 
we are punished for our sin, it 
fe not God’s fault—it is our fault. 

(1) God’s love ig shown im the 


of His Son to die for us. The 
. love in all the world is 
the love of a mother for her} 
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child, nor the love of a patriot for 
his country, but the love of God 
for lost sinners.” Suppose some- 
one should ‘say to me, “You must 
give up your son that he might 
die for another man’s sin.” I 
would immediately say, “No, I 
will not sacrifice my son, Let 
the man die in his sin.” But what 
did God say? His Son was the 
fairest among ten thousand, and 
the One altogether lovely. God 
loved Him with all of His heart. 
But when He heard the cry of 
sin-sick men, He gave His only 
begotten Son to die that sinners 
might find the way home to 
Heaven. 

Sacrifice is the greatest test of 
love. A man may tell me that he 
loves me but I do not really know 
that he loves me until he proves 
it by sacrifice I1 read that God 
loves me, and I believe it, but my 
faith turns to reality when I come 
to the cross. I look upon the 
form of that One who is dying, 
and I cry out, “Lord, lovest thou 
me?” And then He shows me the 
prints of the nails in His hands 
and in His feet and I know that 
God loves me, a sinner. Christ 
suffered intensely upon the cross, 
but yonder in Heaven God also 
suffered, too. Every pang, every 
groan and every stripe was a blow 
to the great heart of the heavenly 
Father. 

Suppose that one of your sons 
had been captured by the Nazis 
or Japs. Suppose that you had 
been forced to stand aside and 
look on while they tortured your 
son and finally put him to death. 
It would have hurt you and would 
have broken your heart. You 
would never be the same. But let 
me tel] you that God looked on 
when sin put His only begotten 
Son to death—it hurt the great 
heart of God, but He bore it all 
because of His mighty love for 
you and me. 

(2) His love is shown in His 
daily care. We are prone to for- 
get that it is God who cares for 
us every second of the day. We 
would have gone down long ago 
if He hadn’t cared for us. We 
can truly say with Jeremiah of 
old, that “the Lord’s mercies .. .- 
are new every morning.” When 
the doctor stands beside the oper- 
ating table and performs a deli- 
cate operation, the slightest slip 
of his hand would cause death, 
but God guides that hand. Hun- 
dreds of times we have been in a 
position where one mis-step would 
have meant death—we did not 
know it, but God was there car- 
ing for us. 

(3) God’s love is shown in His 
merey toward sinners. You and 
I were such wretched sinners that 
we deserved death and nothing but 
death. How God must have loved 
us to show mercy upon us, even 
while we were in our sins. 

The old Moody Tabernacle in 
Chicago had these three simple 
words written above the gas jets 
over the pulpit: “God loves you.” 
One day a sinful man game down 
the street, paused for just a mo- 
ment and looked into the church. 
When he saw this sign, he eursed 
and said, “God doesn’t love a rot- 
ten man like I am.” He went on 
down the street but he could not 
get away from those three words. 
He was impressed that he ought 
to go back to the church. He did, 
go back to the church and walked 
down the aisle with his eyes fixed 
upon those words. It happened 
that just at this time Mr. Moody 
was coming into the church 
through another door, He saw 
the man, talked to him and prayed 
with him and soon the man was 
rejoicing in his salvation. Oh, if 
we could get men to realize how 
much God loved them, we could 
more easily win them to Christ! 
Ill. The Present Relation of 
God to the World and to Man 

1. He governs the affairs of 
the world. There are times when 
it seems that the world is totter- 
ing upon the brink of disaster, but 
behind the clouds God is still up- 
on His throne, and God is still 
reigning over the universe. He 
lifts up nations and casts them 
down according to His own great 


lessness and the Lord cast them 
down, He has truly blessed 
America and given her great priv- 
ileges and opportunities. If Amer- 
ica fails to take advantage of her 
opportunities, if she continues her 
headlong way into sin and god- 
lessness, surely the Lord will cast 
America down, 


2. He Punishes Sin and R>-- 
wards Righteousness Here Upon 
the Earth. Men cannot break God's 
laws upon this earth and get away 
with it. You can say, “Regard- 
less of what the Bible teaches, I 
will do as I please,” but you can- 
not- get away with it. God has 
some unchangeable laws in this 
world and if these laws are brok- 
en, punishment automatically 
comeg upon the lawbreakers. 

The Christian is punished inthis 
way. A child of God shall never 
suffer in the world to come, but if 
he doesn’t live as he should in 
this world, Ged will chasten him. 
God’s children are also rewarded 
in this world. If you live a con- 
secrated life and walk according 
to the will of God, He will bless 
you here as well as hereafter. 


IV. The Future Relation of 
God to the World and to Man. 


1. He will be a Just Judge. He 
will judge those who are out of 
Christ. The rich man, the poor 
man, the beggar, the thief—the 
scholar, the dullard—the king, 
the slave—the great, the small— 
all men must give an account to 
God of the way they have lived 
in this world. 

According to God’s Word there 
are two judgment thrones waiting 
for us out yonder in the future. 
The first throne will be the judg- 
ment seat of Christ where the 
Lord Jesus will judge all Chris- 
tians according to their works and 
reward them in proportion to the 
way they have served the Lord 
anc lived for His glory. The other 
throne igs the great white throne 
whererChrist shall judge all unbe- 
lievers and sinners and punish 
them according to their works. 
You will not be able to plead “Not 
Guilty” when you stand before 
that throne. God has a- record 
and He knows all about every- 


thing we have ever done, said or 


thought. He offers to save you 
now—He will be your Judge then. 
His arms are open in a longing, 
loving invitation now. In that 
day He will point lost men to an 
everlasting Hell. 

2. He Will Reward the Faithful 
and Punish the Sinful. At the 
judgment seat of Christ He will 
reward the faithful. At the great 
white throne He will pronounce 
punishment upon the sinful. You 
can get. away with your wrong 
living here, but you will be pun- 
ished there. You cannot escape 
the judgment. The hand that was 
pierced upon the cross for you will 
point your way into the bottom- 
less pit. But, thank God, those 
who have trusted Christ are saved 
now and they shall be rewarded 
then. 

A minister dreamed that he died 
and stood before the judgment 


bar. The question was asked of 
him, “Have you always’ been 
good ?” 


“No,” he replied. 

“Have you always been just?” 
‘ “No,” he replied. 

“Have you always been pure?” 

“No,” he replied, and he bowed 

his head for the condemnation 
which he felt would fall upon him. 
Then he said a bright light shone 
about him, and he looked up into 
the face of Jesus Christ. The 
Saviour put His arms around him 
and looked up to the throne and 
said, “Father, I know he hasn't 
always been good, he hasn’t al- 
ways been just, he hasn’t always 
been pure, but down there in the 
world he stood for me, and now 
I will stand for him here.” 
_ Thank God, if we confess Him 
here, He will confess us before 
the Father. Im that land of no 
tears he will give us a bountiful 
reward, We will lay down the 
cross and take up the crown. 

3. He wili Live Forever with 
His Children. “So shall we ever 
be with the Lord.” The greatest 
joy that can come to a Christian 
in this world is to have a few 
minutes of unbroken fellowship 
with the heavenly Father. In that

He 
was sitting in his favorite chair 
with the morning paper upon his 
lap, but his head had fallen upon 
his bosom and his soul had gone 
out to be with God.” Never an 
ache, never a pain, never needed 
a doctor—-he never took any medi- 
cine. Yet im fifteen minutes he 
had gone out to another world,

I said, “How many of you 
were saved in a mid-week prayer 
meeting?” Three or four stood to 
their feet, I then said, “How many 
of you were saved in a Spirit-filled 
evangelistic meeting?” Almost the 
whole audience then stood to their 
feet. 


Any man who can face the facts 
that I have just placed before you, 
proving that the people who fill 
our churches have come through 
evangelistic fires, and say, “I don’t 
believe in that type of evangelism,” 
is just a plain fool! The thing that 
has killed, emptied, and ruined our 
churches and our land has been a 
refusal to follow the Spirit of 
God.

INSPIRATION OF BIBLE 


A Bible Question Answered 


By The Editor 


A Canadian brother 

“There is a question you could 
help wus im answering. Our min- 
ister, graduate of Moody Bible In- 
stitute, stated he didn’t believe in 
the verbal inspiration of the Bible. 
He believed in the plenary inspira- 
tion ang not the mechanical. Nat- 
urally an argument arose and 
neither side would budge. I rec- 
ognize you aren’t infallible, but 
what is your slant on this ques- 
tion. Yes, I noticed your state- 
ment of beliefs.” 

The doctrinal statement of The 
Sword of the Lord is given on the 
heading of every issue: “An inde- 
pendent Christian weekly, stand- 
ing for the verbal inspiration of 
the Bible, the diety of Christ, His 
blood atonement, salvation by

faith, New Testament soul winning 


and the premillennial return of 
Christ. Opposes modernism, world- 
iness, and formalism. Naturally, 
then, we were interested in the 
doctrinal discussion of the inspir- 
ation of the Bible. 

The editor’s twenty-eight. page 
pamphlet, The Verbal Inspiration 
of the Bible and Its Scientific Ac- 
curacy, was sent to our Canadian 
brother. HK gives strong Bible 
teaching on the verbal inspiration 
of the Bible and quotes many great 
scholars. However, the editor's 
personal letter is added here for 
the readers of The Sword of the 
Lerd.

Dear Brother S 

We were glad to have your sub- 
scription, and my secretary has 
written, sending a copy Of my 
booklet on the verbal imspiration 
of the Scriptures. 

I know you will rejoice in read- 
ing the sermons by Dr. Ironside 
and other dear men of God whom 
you mention, who write for The 
Sword of the Lord. 


I note your question,about the 
inspiration of the Bible, whether 
it is verbal inspiration, or plenary 
but not verbal, as you say your 
minister imsists. 

1. It ig the clear teaching of the

ss 
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Scriptures themselves that the 
very words are imspired. First 
Corinthians, 2:12-13 says: “Now 


we have received, not the spirit 
of the world, but the spirit which 
is of God; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to 
us of God. Which things also we 
speak, not in the words which 
man’s widom teacheth, but which 
the Holy Ghost teacheth; compar- 
ing spiritual things with spiritual.” 
The Revised Version closes verse 
thirteen with these words: “com- 
bining spiritual things with spirit- 
ual words.” The things Paul spoke 
and wrote, by inspiration, he gave 
“not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth.” That is, the 
Holy Spirit gave the words them- 
selves, in Paul’s writings. This is 
a fundamental doctrine of _ in- 
spiration. God gave spiritual 
things in spiritual words. That is, 
the Holy Spirit taught the matter 
and substance of inspiration and 
also gave the words in which they 
were written. In Luke 4:4 Jesus 
quotes from Deuteronomy as fol- 
1ows: “And Jesus answered him, 
saying, It is written, That man 
shall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word of God.” In Mat- 
thew 4:4 the translation is slightly 
different: “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.” Even the words of Scrip- 
ture proceeded from the mouth of 
God, says the Scripture. And Jesus 
further said that not one jot nor 
tittle even could pass away since 
they also were inspired. The spell- 
ing and marking of the original 
manuscripts were inspired by the 
Holy Spirit! (Matt. 5:18). 

Note in Revelation 22:18 that 
a terrible curse, involving’ the 
plagues that are written in the 
book of Revelation, is to come 
from God on anybody who adds 
to “the words of the prophecy of 
this book.” The words are inspired. 
The following verse says: ‘And if 
any man Shall] take away from the 
words of the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part out 
of the book of life, and out of 
the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book.” 
You see God holds men account- 
able for the very words of Scrip- 
ture. No one may add to them nor 
take from them, that is, from the 
words which God has given.

read my pemphiet on the verbal 
inspiration of the Scriptures and 


see that every part of the Bible 
claims to be inspired, word for 
word, from God. And verbal in- 
Spiration simply meang word in- 
spiration. 

2. Your pastor says that he be- 
lieves “in the plenary inspiration 
and not the mechanical.’”’ The term 
“mechanical dictation” is used 
with scorn by infidels and modern- 
ists about the Bible teaching that 


inspiration of the words is not me- 
chanical at all. I dictate to my 
secretaries and they have to be 
at their very best to get the dicta- 
tion carefully and exactly. Why 
should God feel less particular 


mine ? 


And then the doctrine of plen- 
ary inspiration would have to be 
identical with verbal, that is, 
word for word imspiration. The 
Webster’s Internationa] Dictionary 
gives plenary ag meaning “full, 
entire, complete, absolute, perfect, 
unqualified.” Full § inspiration 
means complete, perfect inspira- 
tion. And that necessarily would 
mean that the very words were 
inspired. It would be just as fool- 
ish to say that God gave the Bible 
by plenary inspiration but did not 
give the words ag to say that a 
man composed a piece of music 
but did not select the notes. It 
would be just as foolish as to say 
that a mathematician worked out 
a problem all except the figures, 
that he did not select the figures 
used. How can one give the 
thoughts without controlling the 
words? Plenary inspiration is real- 
ly verbal, that is, word for word, 
inspiration, 

3. You say your pastor is from 
Moody Bible Institute. Well, Moody 
Bible Institute has an official doc- 
trinal statement, and this doctrin- 
al statement declares for “the ver- 
bal inspirations” of the Scriptures 
in both the Old ang New Testa- 
ment. Your minister from Moody 
Bible Institute does not stand on 
the official position, long main- 
tained by Moody Institute, if he 
does not believe in the verbal] in- 
spiration, the word for word in- 
Spiration of the Bible in the orig- 
inal manuscripts. D. L. Moody, 
the founder of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, believed in the verbal inspira- 
tion of the Bible. Dr. R. A. Torrey, 
the first superintendent, the one 
who outlined the curriculum of the 
Bible Institute, believed in the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Bible. Dr. 
James M. Gray, the long-time 
president, earnestly believed in the 
verbal inspiration of the Bible. He 
brought to America the plates of 
the book still printed by Moody 
Bible Institute, the book, Theo- 
pneustia or The Plemary Inspira- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures, by 
Gaussen. This great book, hailed 
by Charles Spurgeon and other 
wonderful Bible scholars and soul 
winners, was praised by Dr. Gray 
and published by Moody Bible In- 
stitute through the Moody Press. 
It is the very best book of. its 
kind. If your pastor denies the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Bible he 
ought to know that he is going 
against the traditional stand of 
Moody Bible Institute. Doubtless 
he has been misled in language, 
though I trust he really believes 
in the genuine and infallible in- 
spiration of the Scriptures. 


Again, I thank you for your 
letter. I will be most happy to 
correspond with your pastor if he 
is interested in this question of the 
inspiration of the Bible, and par- 
ticularly I hope you will show him 
my pamphlet on verbal inspira- 
tion and my letter, if he would 
like to read it.
